School Report. 


During the past year the schools, as a whole, have been 
satisfactory. With two exceptions the schools have had the 
same teachers throughout the year, and we think this has been 
to their advantage. At the end of the spring term Miss 
French resigned her position as teacher in School No. 1, and 
this school was given to Miss Nason. At the end of the fall 
term Miss Nichols resigned her position in School No. 4, and 
we thought it wise to engage a male teacher, and Mr. Danforth 
was hired, who proved himself a very efficient -teacher. 

A meeting of the. Board with the Trustees of Kingston 
Academy and Mr. C. H. Clark to make a contract in writing, 
was held, as the district instructed them to, but the trustees 
did not deem it advisable to sign any contract, but would for 
the sum of two hundred dollars run the school the same as 
they had in the past, so the Board felt obliged to give their 
consent. 

We found that the school house in the South part of the ~ 
town was too small, so we were obliged to take out the entrys 
and make the room the size of the building. This was done 
by putting the entrys on the front end and carrying the 
chimney from the ground up instead of being hung up one- 
half way as before, and making some repairs inside. 

On account of the trouble in getting water for the school in 
District No. 1, it was thought best to dig a well, so that was done. 

We were at some extra expense in District No. 3, owing to 
an accident to the chimney, which had to be partly rebuilt. 

Three of the school houses need painting; namely, Nos. 1, 
3 and 5. itsaegee 

The number of children returned by the enumerator was 1809.

Report of Board of Health. 


Kincsron, N. H., 1896=7. 


It Beh nice our duty again, as the year comes to a close, to 
render to that public which we are to serve a report of our 
stewardship 

The Board of Health was created for a wise and beneficent 
purpose: That of guarding the public health and*hence the 
prevention of disease and the prolongation of human life. 

Certainly no more laudable object could be entertained by 
any state board of officials than this. 

The theory of disease has of late become no theory at all, 
but a fact. The causation of many of our most fatal forms of 
malady is as thoroughly comprehended by the up-to-date 
physician as anything could be desired. 

Just look at the statistics of mortality in the cities of Lon- 
don, Paris, Vienna, Berlin, New York and many others and 
observe the lessened, marvellously lessened rate per cent. since 
tHe advent of antitoxine in the terrible demon, diphtheria. 

That the “germ theory” has revolutionized completely the 
ideas entertained regarding the proper treatment of diseases of 
the worst classes is only too patent to need a word. 

Well do we remember how hard we studied and plodded at 
the theories of yore. Now, today, what took weeks to half 
learn can be mastered in as many hours; and mastered, too. 
That is all there is to the theory. A fact is sosimple. Well, now 
knowing the causation of a given disease, the remedy suggests 
itself soon; or, what is better, a preventive is soon arrived at, 
and here is where the function of a Board of Health comes in. 
comes in. 

Benjamin Franklin said, you know, ‘‘a penny saved is as 
good as a penny. earned.” - We say, better, for it leaves time 
unused to earn the next. 

So in disease, one case prevented is equal to one cured and 
more, for it saves suffering and anxiety on the part of patient, 
friends and physician. 

Hfouseholders and tenants need_to read the laws and regula-_ 
tions of the State Board only to find out somewhat of the great 
advantage to the population of our little state of a thoroughly 
organized and acting set of health officers. 

There have occurred in town, since our last report, fifteen 
(15) cases of contagious disease, viz: Scarlet fever, 1; in 
ree typhoid fever, rin November ; diphtheria, 14, 5 in 
October, 1 in November and 8 in January. 
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There were three deaths, two from diphtheria, as reported, 
and one from heart failure during convalescence from diph- 
theria, as reported. 

People should wake up to the idea that diphtheria is inhaled 
while typhoid fever is swallowed. ‘Hence poisonous gases are 
prone to give you diphtheria while poisonous milk, water, or 
whatnot may give you typhoid fever. 

Friends, neighbors, beware of your sink drains, hog pens, 
wells — their proximity to the above, not neglecting your 
privies. Nothing. contributes so much to the propagation of 
typhoid as bad things too near a well; and nothing to diph- 
theria so much as bad things near the nose. Now, not bad 
smelling things, for that’s just where folks get deceived, but 
bad germ carrying effluvial. ‘Che most dangerous air, the most 
dangerous water can be odorless and tasteless ! 

What, then, are you to do? Why, see that your water sup- 
ply is far, very far from any possible source of contamination, 
and that your sink drain, cellar, rotting, potatoes, apples, 
vegetables of all kinds, cellar walls; everything which in this 
line propagates mould (fungi) be cleaned up! 

We could write nany pages which would ‘do the people good, 
save them money and save their lives, but we trust we have said 
enough to set you thinking and call your attention to the health 
laws of the state and to some of the literature on the subject, 
which may, if perused carefully, be worth more to you than 
money. 

The day has long gone by. when it was the principal ambition 
of the physician to cure disease. 

His highest thought today as a scientist is to prevent disease. 
He probably never will do it in this or the next generation, but 
nevertheless this 1s his aim and he is proud of a membership ina 
profession whose aim and intent is so determined for public good. 
The old, old oath of Hippocrates, which all of us M. D.’s had to 
take before receiving our degree from the college, hinges very 
closely on the mbdern idea Op a doctor’s enlace in nature.” 

If the people will only take hold and help him by minding 
strictly the instructions of our most efficient State Board and 
its subordinates the thing can be accomplished in much less 
time than it possibly can be under carelessness and non- 
chalance.
